NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 8th January 1969 

G.S R- 92 —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the President’s 
Pension Act, 1951 (30 of 1951), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the President’s Pension (Maintenance of Secretarial 
Slaff and Medical Attendance) Rules, 1962. namely: — 

1 (1) These rules may be called the President’s Pension (Maintenance of 

Secretarial Staff and Medical Attendance) (Amendment) Rules, 
1969. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th October, 1968. 

2 In rule 1 of the President’s Pension (Maintenance of Secretarial Staff and 
Medical Attendance) Rules. 1962 (hereinafter referred to as the principal rules), 
for sub-rid" (1\ the fc’lo'vjrc; sub-’-ul" rtiaP he substituted, namely,— 

“(1) These Rules may be called the President’s Pension Rules, 1962.” 
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3. In rule 3 of the principal rules,— 

(a) in sub-rule (S)_, the words "by him’’ shall be omitted; 

(b) in sub-rule (4), the words “by the retired President” occurring after 

the words “the amount so far drawn” shall be omitted. 

4. After rule 0 of the principal rules, the following rule shall be inserted 
namely; — 

"6 A. Power-oj-Attorney. —All amounts payable to the retired President 
under the provisions of the President’s Pension Act, 1951 (30 of 1961), 
and under the foregoing provisions of these rules may be drawn by 
or paid to the retired President himself or, if he so chooses, drawn 
by or paid to any person who holds a legally valid power-of-Attor- 
ney to act in his behalf.” 

5. In Forms IA and IIA appended to the principal rules,!— 

(a) the words "by the retired President” shall be omitted; 

(b) for the word “his”, the words "retired President’s” shall be substitut¬ 

ed, 

0. In Form IV appended to the principal rules,— 

(a) the words “by the retired President” shall be omitted; 

(b) for the words “him/his”, the words “the retired President/the retired 

President’s” shall be substituted.
